Well, it is good to be back home 
after flying nearly 9,000 miles 
around in 28 days. Last week I 
spent in El Paso visiting: Lt. and 
Mrs. Milton Garbart at Ft. 
Bliss. Sally Garbart is the 
daughter of the Thomas Mills 
family of Bala-Cynwyd, you 
know, and I hadn't seen her in 
over a year. We just fell on 
each other at the airport and 
poor Milt had to sit for a week, 
listening to our chatter, which 
must have resembled the rat- 
tling of machine guns. 
We did any number of inter- 
esting things around EI Paso, in- 
cluding driving over to White 
Sands National Monument in New 
Mexico, viewing the wonders of 
the Carlsbad Caverns, and sit- 
ting through the goriest bullfights 
imaginable in Mexico of a Sun- 
day evening. 

Thought you might like to hear 
about them, so during the next 
couple, of weeks, I'll tell you about 
each of them in turn . . . 

The first of the Interesting 
things we did from EI Paso was 
to drive up to White Sands, the 
home of the largest gypsum de- 
posit In the world. The gyp- 
sum dunes extend over the des- 
ert for nearly 225 square miles. 
They are an amazing sight, as 
you drive along the brown des- 
ert and suddenly come up on 
the white dunes, for which 
there seems to be no logical ex- 
planation. They look as though 
a giant dump cart had driven 
along and had left its slag by 
the wayside. The giant dump 
cart was in reality the wind 
which picks up the gypsum from 
the lakes of dried glacial de- 
posits some miles North of the 
present site of the beds. 

Then it whips down through 
the New Mexican desert, leav- 
ing the lighter-than-dust gyP- 
sum at this one particular spot, 
while carrying the dust farther 
across the wastelands. The beds 
are crowing larger each year. 

Driving through the mounds 
of gypsum on roads charted by 
the Department of Interior's 
National Park Engineers, you 
feel surrounded — almost chok- 
ed, by the glistening-white, 
windpatterned dunes which ebb 
and flow for miles on end. 
Next week, I'll tell you about 
the breathtaking beauties of 
Carlsbad Caverns, but right now, 
to get back to the local chitchat 
around the Boro, du-u-no that 
the first person I ran into upon 
my return was Mrs. Samuel Mc- 
Cartney who was dressed in a 
stunning red dress Memorial Day 
. . . she accepted the honor roll 
for the Library, guess you know . . 
Highlights of the Parade on 
Memorial Day . . . Freida Lang 
Reed, the only servicewoman 
representing Narberth's gals in 
the Army . . . That little green 
jeep called "Little Chum" which 
slipped into line in front of the 
large fire engine. . . . The usual 
melee of children on decoratd 
bikes, rooming in and out of line, 
nearly scaring everyone to death 
with their antics, but, oh boy, 
did they ever look happy . . .

The nice 
prizes which Gene Davis gave 
the children who decorated their 
bikes with red, white and blue 
streamers ... St. Margaret's 
School's float of Iwo Jima, with 
the rocks and flag in exactly the 
same position as the famous 
photograph of it . . . The Boro 
firemen all decked out, helping 
to get the mass of children a 
place to grab hold of the engines 
.... The little golden Cocker 
Spanial, who had found himself 
a footing on the big engine, and 
wasn't going to move for any- 
one . . . Boro Policemen, leading 
the Parade in their own fine 
fashion . . . The typically won- 
derful day which the Boro got 
from the Weatherman, extra- 
special . . . The flavor of the 
community spirit which seems 
to overflow on Memorial Day

Former Chaplain Challenges Millions of 
Returned Servicemen to Fight For Peace; 
Henry Doll Unable to Attend 



Several hundred Narberth resi- 
dents lined the borough's streets 
last Thursday to celebrate the 
first peacetime Memorial Day since 
1941 in one of the largest parades 
ever held in a Main Line com- 
munity. 

Sponsored jointly by the Nar- 
berth and Ardmore American 
Legion Posts, the parade marched 
to the Narberth War Memorial 
where a grateful community 
paused to pay hommage to its 
dead of two wars in impressive 
memorial services. 

At the services the Rev. Cletus 
A. Senft. ex-Army chaplain and 
pastor of the Holy Trinity Luth- 
eran Church of Narberth. called 
upon "the ten million fighting 
men who have returned from the 
batle-fronts" to fight foe peace as 
they fought the enemy during the 
war. 

The Rev. Senft added that 
men now out of uniform were 
not aware of their responsibilities 
in helping to keep the peace for 
which they fought, and that he 
hoped the impressions of the 
"white rows of crosses left be- 
hind them would keep their mem- 
ories fresh enough to insist on 
international disarmament."
